The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
prior art of record that teaches a display device with a first reflective polarized Jight 
selecting unit on a viewing side of a transmitting polarizing axis varying unit (liquid 
crystal cell) with another transmissive polarized light selecting unit between the 
reflective polarizer and the liquid crystal with an additional polarizer disposed on the 
rear side of the transmitting polarizing axis varying unit of the transmissive or reflective 
type without an additional transmitting polarizing axis varying unit disposed on the 
viewing side of the first polarized light selecting unit. Kaneko as previously cited

discloses the claimed structure with the exception of an additional liquid crystal cell 
disposed on the reflective polarizer and removing the transmitting polarizing axis 
varying unit would require removing the reflective polarizer since the reference makes

clear that the reflective polarizer functions as a reflector in the top transmitting polarizing 
axis varying unit.
